{From the Richmond Enquirer, Oct. 16, 1802] 

Rave on our owu terms, we can accept no peace 
whatever, and must fight til doomsday rather 
than yield an iota of them, nnd our terms‘are: 

Recognition by the enemy of the independence 
of the Confederate States. 

Withdrawal of the Yankee troops Trom every 
foot of Confederate ground, including Kentucky 
and Missouri, 

Withdrawal of Yankee troops from Maryland 
until that State shall decide by a free vote wheth- 
ershe chail remain in the old Union or ask ad- 
saolusign into the Confederacy, 

Consent on the part of the Federal Government 
to give up to the Confederacy its proportion of the 
navy as if stood at the time of the scece-ion, or to 
pay for the same, 

ficlding np of all pretention on the part of the 

Federal Government to that portra of the old 

Territories which hcs west of the Confederate 
tates, 

An equitable cettlement an the basis ef onr ab- 
solute independence, and equal rigi:ts of oline- 
counts of the public debt and pubuc bards, aud 
the advantages accruing fium forcitn treutes, 


These provinions, we apprelend, estopri-e the | 


mitimum of what we must remaire before we lay 
down our arma, That is to say, the North must 
yield a —we, nothing. The whole pretentions of 
that Country to prevent by foree the separation 
of the States mist be abandoned, nhien will be 
equivalent to an avewal thit eur enemies were 
wiong from the first, and, of course, as they wage 
ed a causeless and wiehid war npon us, they 
ought, 10 stry t justice, to be required, according to 
usaga in such cases, to reimburse to us the whole 
of our expenses ang losses in the course of that 
war, Whether this fast proviso isto bo insisted 
on or not, certain we ore that we can not have 
any pesare atall until we shall be iu a position 
uot oniy to demand and exact, but also to enforce 
and collect, treasure fur our reimbursement ont of 
the wealthy cities in the enemy's country.

Again, alluding to the fring into an unarmed 
atcatucr on the Misciccippi, and the lalting of sev- 
eral lanocent travclers, the paper says + 

‘Wo read that the Princess, a splendid river 
steamer, was the other day fired into by a mashed 
battery, and completely riddled, five persons 
killed, cleven wounded, and the captain having 
his head blown of ns he cried—'No surrender! 
‘This was right, wholesome and pradont; Iet those 
free navigators learn by frequent waraings, that 
there can be no free or safe boating on that river, 
withont the consent of the States on its banka? 

_ Referring ta Pederal officers recruiting in por- 
tions of the rebel States, now under United 
States authority, tho Examiner continues : 

‘What we would suggest is, that tho man Storm 
and all such agents shonld, on detection, be shot 
like wild beasts, Good and faithful negrags ghonta 
be sot up to trap tho ccoundrels and doliver them 
over to mammary jniticn.? 

It becomes evident from the spirit of the above, 
that our Southern brother is somewhat exalted, 
and perhaps a little forgetful of some of the Chris- 
tian charities, 

‘No Yankee should lease a plantation in Lonla- 
ana and live; no Yantico or loyal mon chonld cx- 
creire any civil office in Kentucky or Tennessee, 
ox Louisiana, without daily and nightly peril of 
his lend; no steamboat captain or passonger 
should go up or down the froo Mississippi without 
having made his last wills no reerniting agent of 
a Yankee State shonld be dotected altulking: about 
towns or plantations, without being properly tied 
up to the nearest tree,’ 

In relation to the disposal of deserters, our 
Southern brother proceeds: 

‘Butone thing must bo observed : 
pritside our lines, and without 
Yanke proper. ‘The country 
on any terma whatever, and ought not to be ealled 
on to maintain them a day! 

Rather a gloomy prospect for Constitutional

the Union on on equal footing with the original ~ 
States;’ and whereas, the said Constitution and - 
Government have been formed pwranant to the , 
conditions prescribed by the Sth section of the , 
Act of Congress aforesaid, and the certificate re- . 
quired by the said Act, and also a copy of the. 
Constitution and ordinances, have been submitted 
to the President of the United States; now, there- 
fore, be it known that I, Abraham Lintola, Presi- 
dent of the United States, in accordance with the 
duty imposed upon mo by the Act of Congress 
aforesaid, do hereby declare and proclaim thdt the 
said State of Nevada is admitted into the Union on 
an cqual footing with the original States.

Those who intercst thomeclves in such matters 
have seen, within tho past six months, several gl- 
Jusiona to an invention which during that time hos 
heen perfecting, in the hands of Messrs, Hansbrow 
& Redding, of Sacramento, Cal. My, Redding Inds 
time, from his duties as Bcerctary of State, to en- 
gage with Mr. Hanshrow, an ingonious machinist, 
of Sacramento, in studying out and applying prine 
ciples in mechanics by which cold water i3 made 
to work with the expanding foree which’ before 
hau been found in steam alonc. By this mona a 
amall stream of water, before available only in 
conjunction with a largo amount of wood, is of it- 
self the motive power capable of driving the bat- 
tories omi pons of a dirst-class quart mill, Caleu- 
late, if you con, the advantages to result from this 
invention, in a country like Humboldt; where these 
small streams are namerqus, nud in lines convenient 
for use af the mines; but where wood ig searce, 
aud must be hauled a considerable distance, if 
steam power only were to be used. 

By this engine, 10 to 15 iuches of water, with a 
fall of 200 to 250 feet, affords the motive power for 
an efficient mill, Then, asthe mines are opened, 
each one will contribute to the water-power in its 
vicinity, and the milling facilities will increase as 
the supply of ores multiplies. Hansbrow & Red- 
ding have expended n large amount of money and 
much time, in perfecting their engine, and testing 
it, before ashing the verdict of other scientific men, 
During the recent Fair of the Mechanic's Institute, 
at San Francisco, they ron one of their engines, 
and below we give the report of the committee on 
water motors, awarding them the first premium.

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Last Letter of Douglas, 
CHAGOO, Muy lth, 1881. 

My Dear Sik: Being deprived of the use of 
my arms for the present by a severe attack of 
rheumatism, 1 am compel to avail myself of 
the services of an amanuensis, in reply to your 
two letters. . 

Tt seems that rome of my friends aro unable to 
comprehend the difference botween arguments 
used in favor of an equitable compromise, with 
the hope of averting the horrora of war, and these 
urged in support of the government and tag of 
our Country, when war his been waged against 
the United States, with the avowed jurposo of 
producing a permanent disruption of the Union, 
and 2 total disraption of its government. 

All hope of compromise with the cotton States 
was abandoned when they assumed the position 
that the scparation of the Union was complete 
and final, and that they would never consent to a 
reconstruction in any cmorgency—-not eyan if wo 
would furnish them ‘with o blank sheet of paper.

Paying off a Partner 

Tt is no matter of any consequence on which one 
of the great newspaper streets of New York the 
following incidents oceurred—what was really the 
neme of the newspaper in the office of which they 
took place~-or how many years have clapsed since 
that period. It is enough to say that they did 
oceur, under my own immediate observation, and 
ta long age that a good mauy of those who laughed 
most heartily ay “Le time have probably forgotten 
all about then, 

I vied at that time sub-cditor, proof-reader, 
writer of puts, and moral essaya, and general man 
of all work for ‘a paper of wide circulation and 
extensive Influcuee,’ whieh I may designate ag the 
Weebly Balloon, from the simple fact that I might 
some day find my nose pulled jf I gave the real 
nane. 

The Baloon was the joint property of two pro- 
prictora, who at the seme time officiated as re- 
sponcible cditors—the one, Wilson, looking most 
after the business affairs, the reading of the longer 
mann-cripts, oad the column of ‘Answers to Cor- 
respondents ;’ and the other, Burke, passing judg- 
ment upon the puctry and short sketches received, 
making selections, writing short stories, occasional 
but very rare indulgences in longor ones, and 
having the literary ond belles-letires charge of the 
paper generally, Both bad been practical printers 
in early life, and centered the editorial profession 
throngh that legitimate channel, 

No fxzo men could be more dissimilar, either in 
person or character, than Wilson aud Burke, 
though they agreed capitally—perhaps for that 
very reason, Wilson was a tall man of gravely

Having recently made a visit to Trinity District, 
I was eurprised-~and, ag a resident of Humboldt 
county, not a little pleased-—to see the adyance- 
ment which has there taken place during the past 
few weeks; and I was expecially gratified inthe 


it stated, by inon in whose judgment I had some 
confidence, that the ledges there were of an unre- 
liable character, and that the indications are suol 
as to justify the belief that they will be fonnd to

to these matters, I mode s careful examination of 
the different tedgea in the district, and devated 
particulsr attention to the “Evening Star claim—~ 
on Which there hag been done more work than on 
all the other claims of the district; and there is 
good reason to suppose that itis a fair sample of 
the claima in that vicinity. I therefore refer tò it 
as n representative mine. 

I find that within this claim there is at least ono 
regular fisanre vein, and probably several. On 
this ledge the company has made excavations of 
considerable extent, and it hag been found to be 
well defined and regular in its course and dip. It 
is separated from the walls of tho fissure by the 
clay seam so highly prized by the mactical as well 
as by the scientific miner; and this, in connection 
with the striated, polished surfaces of the ledge 
and wall rock, leayes no reasonable room to doubt 
that the ledge is ono of great oxtent; while the 
two hundred or three hundred tuns of rich rock 
taken out during the last month or two by a very 
small number of miners, and the large quantities 
of very rich ore now in sight in various parts of 
the works, constitute atisigctory evidence of its 
enduring richness, 

The mill recently crected there has heen design- 
ed and constructed by men who, in addition to 
their own acknowledged ability as practical and 
scientific mechanics, nre thoroughly familiar with 
the experience and deductions of all those who 
have made quartz mills and quartz working the 
subject of their special attention. I was therefore 
not at all surprised to find it an admirable combi- 
nation of machinery, which not only does credit to 
those who constructed it, but will prove profitable 
to its owners. [Itis an exact mate for the Sheba 
mull; cast from tho same patterns, and put up by 
the same men.] A doscription of this mill has 
been published in The Register and therefore I 
need not refer to itatlongth. Ithas now but five 
stamps, but, the power of the engine and the frame- 
work of the battery are adapted to the putting in 
of five more stamps, which will probably soon be 
added, 

The ores of this district are very easily worked 
by a simple pan process, without roasting. Water 
has recently been secured in abundance, by sink- 
ing a well or rezorvolr and running short drifts in 
the upper part of the bed-rock, so ns to collect the 
subterranean currents in the ravine, It is perhaps 
proper for mo to say, that I have, neither in this 
claim and rail, nor in any other enterprise in this 
district, any personol interest whatever; and that 
I make these statements in answer to tho-e who 
haye referred to this district in unfavorable terms. 
We have among us in this county men who can 
see nothing of a favoratle character in any mining 
enterprise with which they are not connected—-ag 
managers or otherwise; and it is to men of this 
class that we have been indebted for the profound- 
ly stupid ‘opinions’ in regard to the unreliable 
character and the alleged bad management of the 
mines of Trinity District.

Wo 
copy the Reveille's article, that the hint may 
bo improved npon, aud perhaps somo ono be led to 
inaugurate cheap meant of reducing ores in this 
gection: 


Thero ave hundreds of claims in this city and vi- 
cinity that have been abandoned, not because they 
were not rich, but amply because the owners did 
not havo the meang necessary to work them. 
From these claims an obotndanco of ore can he ob- 
tained to ron all the hand mills that can be started 
here forages. Threo months since there was not

experienced minera who would have left the conn- 
try, but who, by thess miniaturo Inventions, havo 
been enabled to ‘stick it out,’ work their claims 
and help develop our wonderful and most remarke 
able mines. Theory ia at least $2,000 per week of 
bullion taken ont by theeo milla, ang it is constant 
ly increasing. They koop mony men employed, 
assit in developing a number of mings, and pn 
many dollars of our buried wealth into circulation; 
besides, it makes all engaged in tho bucinera

ed to promote. On his ayn account he rarely 
hetted at all; and when hg did the stake was 
trifling. Young men who consulted him about be- 
coming subscribers to the Rooms were not sure of 
favorable responses. They had better keep their 
money in their pockets, he was wont to tell them; 
nor was there the faintest shadow of hypocrisy in 
his advice, for it is a matter of ascertained fact and 
notoriety that his seruples kept very Jarge sams 
out of bis ledger. Jtis eveneupposed that Richard 
Tatterzall’s very strong feelings on the subject of 
hotting led to inconveniences which were the cause 
of his handing over the management of the Sub- 
scription room to a commitice.

about. This was known to be the fact so late as 
1812, Tiwas by the grent-grandfather of one of
